Patentable Distinctions of Claim 80 

Similar to claim 39, claim 80 requires "one or more articles,., wherein said articles are 
characterized by a first ele vated temperature of at least 40°C and not more than abont 
150°C during a first duratio n, and wherein gag articles are characterized bv a second 
elevated temperature in a range of from about S0°C to about 65°C and exposure to the 
Bacillus Uche^fo rmls PWD-1 keratinize during a second, subsequent duration ." 

Therefore, claim 80 also patentably distinguishes over the cited references, for reasons 
corresponding to those set out hereinabove for claim 39. 

Patentable Distinctions of Claim 82 

Similar to claim 56, claim 82 requires "one or more articles... wherein gajd articles are 
characterized bv an elevated temperature of from about 40°C to about 50°C and exposure 
\o BacMus !ichenlformlsVWb-\ keratinase." 

Therefore, claim 82 also patentably distinguishes over the cited references, for reasons 
corresponding to those set out hereinabove for claim 56. 

CONCLUSION 

Based on the amendments made herein and the foregoing remarks, pending claims 1-51, 53-56, 
63, 68, 69, 71, 73-80, and 82 as cancelled/amended herein are now in form and condition for 
allowance. The Examiner therefore is respectfully requested to reconsider and allow such 
amended claims.
